U.S.-Trained

SAIGON (AP) — The army 
of Meo tribesmen trained and 
equipped by the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency has seized 
virtually 
complete control of 
the Plain of Jars in eastern 
Laos and encountered no sig­ 
nificant resistance from Com- 
m u n i s t 
forces, 
American 
sources in Vientiane reported 
today. 
Except for five months in 
1969, the Plain o O a n has been 
held by North Vietnamese and 
Pathet Lao forces since 1964. 
American 
sources 
who 
ar­ 
rived in Vientiane from the 
plain 100 miles north of the 
Laotian capital said Meo com­ 
mando 
teams 
have 
covered 
most of the area in search of 
enemy supplies and uncovered 
large underground food stores, 
including 
canned 
pork, 
con­ 
densed milk, coffee and candy. 
Very 
little 
munitions 
were 
found, however. 
The Meo army is led by Gen. 
Vang Pao. For years he has 
launched offensives in the mon­ 
soon season to strengthen his 
positions 
against the 
attacks 
which the North Vietnamese 
make during the dry season be­ 
ginning in November. Usually 
the Meo forces advance in the 
wet season 
and 
are pushed 
back during the dry months. 
The drive this year began 
last week.

attempt to hold the Plain of 
Jars, although they have not yet 
prepared permanent defensive 
positions.

Here’s a time-table on bene­ 
fits from the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration for veterans, after their 
separation from military serv­ 
ice. 
The agency said a veteran 
has 10 days to notify any local- 
Selective Service Board of his 
address, and 30 days to register 
if he did not do so before en­ 
tering military service. 
If a veteran wants his old 
job back, he has 90 days to ap­ 
ply to his former employer for 
re-employment. 
He has 120 days to convert his 
Servicemen’s Group Life Insur­ 
ance (SGLI) to an individual 
policy without examination. If 
totally disabled at separation, 
a veteran has up to one year, 
if his condition does not change, 
to convert his insurance. 
In either case, he m ust apply 
for the policy to one of the near­ 
ly 600 private companies par­ 
ticipating in the SGLI program. 
A veteran with a service-con­ 
nected disability has one year 
from the date he receives his 
notice of service-connection to 
apply to VA for Service-Dis­ 
abled Veterans Insurance. 


He also has one year to apply 
for VA dental care, or to re ­ 
quest unemployment compensa­ 
tion from his local state em ­ 
ployment service. 
Veterans 
have 
eight 
years 
from date of separation to apply 
for and receive educational as­ 
sistance benefits, which term i­ 
nate after that time. 
For a veteran with a service 
connected 
injury 
or 
disease, 
there is no time limit for apply­ 
ing for VA disability compen­ 
sation, but in order to receive 
payments dated from the time 
of his separation from military 
service, he must apply within 
one year of separation. 
There is no time limit for a 
veteran to be assisted by his lo­ 
cal state employment service in 
finding a job or job training 
program. 
Nor is there a time limit, to 
obtain hospital care, or to ob­ 
tain a 6.1. loan to buy, build, 
or improve a home or to buy a 
farm, 
For more details,

should contact their local VA 
office or local veterans service 
organization representatives.

STATE COLLEGE, Pa. (AP) 
— Seeking land and the simple 
life of their Amish ancestors, 
the Eli Gerber family set out 
by horse drawn wagon from Ar­ 
kansas in June 1970 in search 
of a New England homestead. 
Thirteen months later, their 
journey 
has 
brought 
them 
through this Pennsylvania col­ 
lege 
town; 
their 
spirits 
not 
dampened, 
their 
outlook 
not 
changed by the modernization 
around them. 
“ We want land,” said Ger­ 
ber, resting with his family be­ 
neath a large tree, ‘‘not in an 
industrial area, for there the 
cost is too much. We would 
rather live with the poor people 
like ourselves for it is there we 
can do the most good.” 
Gerber, 
his wife and 
four 
children began 
their trip in 
Hardy, Ark., and wintered at a 
vacant farm in Ohio where they 
made clothes and stored food 
for the second leg of the trip. 
The family’s home on wheels, 
handcrafted by Gerber before 
the trip, contains a stove, food, 
water and beds. W ater for 'the 
horses is carried in large milk 
cans strapped to the side of the 
wagon. 
The Gerbers travel between 
20 and 25 miles per day, stop­ 
ping twice to rest the horses 
and to allow the children to 
play. 
The 
children, 
Jerim iah, 
8, 
Elizabeth, 6. Christian, 4, and 
Katie, 2, are tutored by their 
mother along the way. 
Mrs. Gerber said the children 
don’t mind the continuous trav­ 
eling. 
‘‘They are very good,” she 
said. “ They are quite resigned 
to their way of life, for they 
knowr no other.” 
In Arkansas, the family lived 
on a commune with five other 
Amish 
families, 
but 
left 
in 
search of better land and less 
commercialization. 
Gerber said he doesn’t know 
if his traveling days will be 
over when 
he 
reaches New 
England. If the land isn’t to his 
liking, he said he would “ plan 
to get ahead of the cold front 
and head back to Arkansas.”

By KEN RAPPOPORT 
Associated Pres* Sports Writer 
DETROIT (AP) — It’s the 
Vida Blue smoke against the 
Dock Ellis spark tonight in 
baseball’s 42nd All-Star Game. 
The hard-throwing Blue, talk

17-3 record, Ellis 
wasn’t so sure he’d draw the 
prestigious starting assignment 
despite his 14-3 mark. In fact, 
he criticized National League 
Manager Sparky Anderson last 
week, saying he wouldn’t start 
because “Anderson doesn’t like 
me. 
The Pittsburgh right-hander 
also said Anderson would never 
allow two black men to start 
the game—and since Blue is a 
Negro—“they wouldn’t pitch 
two brothers against each oth­ 
er.M 
“Ellis is just a young boy, 
having some fun,” Anderson 
volleyed back at a news confer­ 
ence Monday. “He doesn’t 
mean to hurt anybody. And I 
certainly wouldn't stop anyone 
pitching for me just because of 
what he says about me.” 
Ellis, the Pirates’ power 
pitcher who helped them estab­ 
lish a 10-game spread in the 
National League East prior to 
the All-Star break, will be 
backed by a 'lineup of fence- 
busters as the favored senior 
circuit tries to boost its 23-17-1 
edge in the mid-summer show­ 
down. 
The first hitters in the NL 
cast have totaled 111 home runs 
and 336 runs batted in—center- 
fielder Willie Mays of San 
Francisco; right-fielder Hank 
Aaron of Atlanta; St. Louis 
third baseman Joe Torre; Pitts­ 
burgh left-fielder Willie Star- 
gell; 
first baseman Willie 
McCovey of San Francisco and 
catcher Johnny Bench of Cin­ 
cinnati.

Ex-Kentucky 
Coach Files 
Huge Lawsuit 
LOUISVILLE. Ky. (AP) - 
Former Kentucky Colonel bas- 
ketball coach Gene Rhodes has 
filed a $2,052,500 lawsuit, claim­ 
ing he was maliciously “de­ 
famed” and “injured” as a re­ 
sult of statements made by the 
American Basketball Associa­ 
tion club’s general manager, 
Mike Storen. 
Storen and the owner of the 
Colonels, Athletic Enterprises, 
Inc., were named defendants in 
the suit filed Monday in Jeffer­ 
son Circuit Court. 
In the suit, Rhodes accuses 
Storen of slander and libel be­ 
cause he allegedly said in pub­ 
lic and caused “to be printed, 
published and widely circulated” 
a “false, scandalous, and de­ 
famatory article,” about Rhodes 
after he was fired as head coach 
Nov. 11, 1970. 
The former coach asserted 
that statements made by Stor­ 
en would imply that he “was 
guilty of criminal acts, immor­ 
al acts, incompetent coaching 
or any multitude of wrongs or 
crimes.” 
TTie suit quotes Storen as say­ 
ing after Rhodes was fired that 
“Gene Rhodes is a respected 
member of this community, he 
is not going to pack up and 
move back to Tuscaloosa when 
this is over, he is going to live 
here and it would do irrepar­ 
able damage to Gene Rhodes to 
elaborate on the reasons. Ab­ 
solutely 
nothing would be 
gained.” 
The suit further charges that 
Storen would not tell why he 
fired Rhodes and that Storen 
said “to do so would only cause 
further furor and make things 
worse for Rhodes, the press 
would drag it on.” 
Rhodes had coached the Colo­

PARIS, Ky. (AP) - A post- 
mortem examination of Bold 
Ruler, one of the greatest thor­ 
oughbred sires in history, has 
confirmed that the horse had 
cancer of the throat lymph 
glands. 
“There was nothing surpris­ 
ing, nothing we didn’t suspect,” 
a vet said after the exam­ 
ination following the death of 
the 17-year-old stallion Monday. 
Bold Ruler was humanely de­ 
stroyed after it was discovered 
the cancer that had been 
treated last year had spread 
again. 
The dark bay son of the fam­ 
ed Nasrullah topped the Ameri­ 
can sire list for seven straight 
years before falling to second 
place last year. 
His sons and daughters, 
through May 31 of this year, 
when the latest statistics are 
available, won 798 races with 
earnings of slightly less than 
$13 million. 
Bold Ruler earned most of 
his fame at stud, but he was 
brilliant on the race track, too. 
He won 23 of his 33 races and 
was out of the money only four 
times in his list—just once as a 
3-yea r-old. 
But that sophomore loss was 
an important one—a fourth- 
place finish in the Kentucky 
Derby, America’s most famous 
horse race, where for all his 
prowess at stud he never sired 
a winner. 
The closest Bold Ruler ever 
came to the American Beauty 
Roses was last year, when his 
son, Bold Commander, was the 
sire of the rags-to-riches win­ 
ner, Dust Commander.

Indianapolis 
Schools ‘Still 
Segregated’ 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
Indianapolis school system “is 
as segregated today as it was 
in 1954,” when the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court outlawed school 
segregation, 
Justice 
Depart­ 
ment Attorney Jota D. Leshy 
said in opening arguments of 
the government’s civil rights 
suit against the school system. 
The 
government began 
its 
case Monday in federal court 
here with testimony from Virgil 
Stinebaugh, Indianapolis school 
superintendent 
from 
1944 
to 
1950, and Dr. Alexander M, 
Moore, former principal of pre­ 
dominately black Attucks High 
School. 
The 
government 
continued 
examination of Moore today be­ 
fore U.S. District Judge S. Hugh 
Dilliri. 
Stinebaugh, the first witness, 
outlined the pupil 
placement 
policy of the board during his 
administration. 
“ It ^wasn’t clear-cut; 
there 
were 
exceptions. 
But 
that 
(white and Negro schools) was 
the usual pattern,” he said ex­ 
plaining pupil assignment. 
After enactment of an Indi­ 
ana desegregation law in 1949, 
elementary school children were 
assigned to the school nearest 
their home, Stinebaugh said. 
The law applied only to “begin­ 
ners” (first-grade children). 
Leshy charged in his opening 
statement that the Indianapolis 
school system “is as segregated 
today as it was in 1954.” 
He further charged the condi­ 
tion today of the school system 
“is the direct and inevitable re­ 
sult of a series of decisions by 
the board and its employes” 
through May, 1968 when the 
civil rights suit was filed. 
School board witnesses will 
show segregation in Indianapo­ 
lis schools for the last 20 years 
has been the result of residen­ 
tial patterns, attorney G. R. 
Redding, said in the defense of 
the school board. 
Leshy questioned Stinebaugh 
concerning 
several 
district 
boundary changes of elementa­ 
ry schools during the period. 
Stinebaugh also said new high 
school districts were drawn, but 
exceptions were made if a pupil 
lived more than two miles from 
his assigned high school and 
less than two1 miles from a 
school he preferred. 
Moore 
said 
the 
distance 
to 
Attucks 
from 
elementary 
schools whose graduates were 
assigned to1 the high school w<is 
at times more than two miles. 
He added that the first white 
pupil was assigned to Attucks 
in 1960. 
. 
The government is asking the 
court to order teachers be as­ 
signed to each school in the 
same proportion as that of Ne­ 
gro to white teachers in the 
whole school system. 
Leshy today is scheduled to 
call Paul I Miller, assistant 
superintendent for elementary 
schools who has been responsi­ 
ble for boundaries since 1954. 


“That’s d 0 improvement, but 
not much,” Robison responded. 
The Frankfort legislator also 
asked why 134 claims of de­ 
ceased members of the fund 
had not been settled. 
Johnson said survivors must 
furnish a death certificate and 
other documents when asked 
what requirement must be met 
for the claims to be settled. 
Robison asked why the teach­ 
ers fund invested heavily in 
VIP. 
“I don’t know anything about 
it,” Johnson replied. He said he 
was not employed 
with the 
teachers fund at the time of 
VIP purchases. 
The legislators also were con­ 
cerned whether Jack G. Wil­ 
liams, a Terre Haute educator 
convicted on 10 counts of mis­ 
using school property earlier 
this year, had been removed 
from the teacher pension board. 
Johnson said he had received 
a copy of a letter Gov. Edgar 
D. Whitcomb sent Williams, for­ 
mally terminating his 
board 
membership. 
Wyatt, who attended the ses­ 
sion but wasn’t called to testi­ 
fy, said he felt the legislators 
had launched an unwarranted 
attack on the fund while not 
criticizing the state funds for 
other public employes. 
Wyatt, 67, announced his re­ 
tirement as executive secretary 
of ISTA April 29. For 25 years 
he served as chairman of the 
fund. Wyatt, who headed the 
ISTA for 30 years, reportedly 
received 
a 
state 
pension 
amounting to $27,500 from 1955 
to 1970.

rains finally came and made 
the wheat and milo fields pro­ 
ductive again. 
'The point is made. This 
drought too will end. But the 
question is will it end in time to 
prevent massive crop failures 
this year. 
So far, that’s strictly the 
farmer’s problem. But if the 
drought continues, and expands 
outside those areas of Okla­ 
homa, New Mexico and Texas 
already stricken, the city con­ 
sumer soon will share his bur­ 
den. 
In addition to the wheat and 
milo farmers, the giant cattle 
industry of the area is in dire 
need of relief. Sustained rains 
could bring it, but if the rains 
don’t come, lack of grass for 
breeding herds could force 
wholesale slaughter. 
That would mean, at first 
surplus meat and lower prices 
for consumers. Later, because 
ranchers had fewer cows, it 
would bring beef shortages, and 
soaring prices. 
Nothing like this has hap­ 
pened yet, but cattlemen in­ 
sist the Southwest is on the 
verge of such a catastrophe, 
and marketing experts back 
them up. 
Drought is only part of the 
story. Another fact is lack of 
credit in a tight money market 
to meet the financial demands 
of modem agriculture; de­ 
mands complicated by inflation 
that has the farmer caught in a 
crunch between rising oper­ 
ating costs and stagnant prices. 
Nixon administration experts 
say inflation is the biggest ene­ 
my, and there is evidence that 
this is so. But its impact is 
multiplied a hundred fold by 
drought. Bills for feed, seed, 
fertilizer, water, land payments 
and equipment continue wheth­ 
er it rains or not. 
To some, like Harold H. 
Hogue, neither the drought nor 
tight credit are critical prob­ 
lems. He farms 12,000 acres in 
the Panhandle, Hogue has 
erected defenses against both. 
Hogue said his multi-million- 
dollar investment returns only 
2.5 per cent in a years time, 
less than half of what hef could 
get by investing in savings and 
loan securities. 
“If I had to pay for it all with 
borrowed money, I wouldn't 
make it today.” Hogue said. 
“Even in a good year I can ex­ 
pect to make only three to four 
per cent on what I have.” 
And there is the crux of the 
problem for thousands of farm­ 
ers, including many large com­ 
mercial operators. As a whole, 
farmers operate on borrowed 
capital, betting i lot in the 
spring on a bumper crop in the 
fall. These are the men on the 
brink of failure.

The drought in the Southwest 
was six months old before the 
plight of the area’s farmers 
and ranchers gained national 
publicity.

when he ordered emergency 
government relief last April. 
Since then, the federal gov­ 
ernment 
has 
extended aid 
through a variety of programs, 
including loans by the Farmers 
Home Administration and sales 
of government-owned feed to 
cattlemen at reduced prices. 
Whether the government had 
done enough is a subject of de­ 
bate. Here in Texas, Agricul­ 
tural Commissioner John C. 
White voices the prevailing sen­ 
timent that much more is 
needed and that the adminis­ 
tration should begin the mas­ 
sive 
“presidential 
disaster” 
programs used to help rehabili­ 
tate areas devastated by natu­ 
ral disasters. 
In Washington, spokesman 
for the administration say the 
problem at this time isn’t suf­ 
ficiently severe to warrant such 
vast, expensive aid, 
The universal question among 
farmers, in good times and 
bad, is why can’t the govern­ 


ment provide larger pools of 
credit in local or regional areás 
so they can borrow what they 
need to survive when local con­ 
ditions force the banks to get 
tight? 
Various proposals for making 
more farm credit available are 
under consideration in Con­ 
gress. Bankers and cooperative 
lending agencies give the same 
reply to the farmer’s question: 
Money is tight, but we general­ 
ly take care of our good cus­ 
tomers, the people who are 
good managers. 
So far, the Southwest drought 
has not spread into the vast 
areas held by sun and dust in 
the 1950s or the ‘30s. 
But the fear that it might 
happen is very real. Dry weath­ 
er stresses already have shown 
up in small areas of Colorado 
and Kansas. No region in Texas 
since last fall has received 
much more than half its nor­ 
mal rainfall. In areas where 20 
inches of rain usually fall in a 
year, the rate is as low as two 
or three.

Gov’t Changes 
Advice Given 
On Saecahrin 
Be- 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
cause of a decimal point mis­ 
placed, the government now 
says consumers may use three 
times as much saccharin per 
day as was originally proposed. 
The Food, and Drug Adminis­ 
tration proposed safety restric­ 
tions on the widely used arti­ 
ficial sweetener last month for 
the first time because of con­ 
cern by some scientists that 
saccharin might cause cancer. 
Originally it was recommend­ 
ed by a National Academy of 
Sciences committee that sac­ 
charin be limited in diet prod­ 
ucts in such a way as to re­ 
strict maximum daily con­ 
sumption to 5 milligrams a day 
for each kilogram of body 
weight. That is about .3 grams 
a day for a 150-pound person. 
This level corresponds to a 
safety factor of 100 to 1, mean­ 


ing the amount is one-hun­ 
dredth of the heaviest saccha­ 
rin dosage harmless to labora­ 
tory animals. 
The limitation u;,as proposed 
when the committee was pro­ 
ceeding under the assumption 
that five milligrams corre­ 
sponded 
to 
the 
maximum 


amount of saccharin, consumed 
by man anyway. 
But then it was discovered 
that a decimal point had been 
misplaced during mathematical 
calculations and that man ac­ 
tually consumers three times 
this amount. 
The FDA therefore softened 
its safety limit to 15 milli­ 
grams.

Russians Say Pressure Leak Killed 
Cosmonauts Shortly Before Landing 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
government 
announced 
today 
that a pressure leak killed the 
three Soyuz 11 cosmonauts half 
an hour before their landing 
June 30 and indicated human 
error rather than a fault in 
their 
spaceship 
was 
respon­ 
sible. 
“An inspection of the descent 
vehicle, 
which 
made 
a 
soft 
landing, showed 'that there are 
no failures in its structure,'* 
said 
the 
report 
by 
the 
in­ 
vestigating commission. It said 
it 
was 
making 
a 
further 
analysis “to establish a number 
of probable causes of the seal 
failure.” 
One Soviet journalist reported 
two days after the disaster that 
the men died, because they did. 
not 
seal the 
landing craft’s 
hatch properly. He said it jar­ 
red open slightly during the 
turbulence of the re-entry into 
the earth’s atmosphere. 
T h e 
cosmonauts—Georgy 
Dobrovolsky, Vladislav Volkov 
and Viktor Patsayev — spent 23 
days aboard the Salute space 
laboratory before returning to' 
earth. On July 2, their ashes 
were entombed in the Kremlin 
wall, 
the 
traditional 
burial 
place of Soviet heroes. 
The 'C om m ission ’s announce­ 
ment, reported by the official 
news agency Tass, said: 
“On the ship’s descent tra­ 
jectory, 30 minutes before land­ 
ing, there occurred a rapid 
drop of pressure within the de­ 
scent vehicle, which led to the 
sudden deaths of the cosmo­ 
nauts.

Inquest In 
10-Death Road 
Crash To Open 
JEFFERSONVILLE, 
Ind. 
(AP) — An inquest will be con­ 
ducted here Wednesday night in 
the crash of two automobiles 
July 4 that killed 10 persons. 
Coroner Edwin Coots Sr. of 
Clark County scheduled the in­ 
quest to attempt to fix blame 
for the crash that killed five 
members of an Indiana minis­ 
ter’s family and five Louisville, 
Ky., residents. One child, in the 
Kentucky car, survived. 
Indiana State Police Trooper 
Richard Ball, who handled the 
accident investigation, said he 
believes 'the Kentuckians’ car 
was en route to Louisville from 
an auto race at the Greater Sa­ 
lem Speedway. The Indiana car 
was north bound after the fam­ 
ily had attended a reunion in 
Albany, Ky. 
The Rev. Prentice E, Willen, 
41, pastor of the Church of the 
Nazarene in Shirley, was a na­ 
tive of Kentucky. Killed with 
him were his wife, their two 
children and the 
minister’s 
mother from Columbus, Ind. 
The Kentucky car was driven 
by Margaret Popple we 11, 27. 
Also killed were her husband, 
another couple and their 2-year- 
old son. 
The coroner will hear testi­ 
mony from motorists who wit­ 
nessed the crash that the Pop­ 
ple well car passed another auto 
then began making peculiar 
gyrations. 
"The car passed on the right, 
got back in the left lane and 
then began making bigger and 
bigger swerves,” Trooper Ball 
said. "Finally it made one 
swerve clear across the median 
and its left front hit the left 
front of a northbound 1968 Ram­ 
bler.” 
Ball said witnesses estimated 
the Popple well car was going 
between 70 and 80 miles an 
hour and the Willen car about 
70. 
What remained of the Ram­ 
bler 
and the 
1966 Pontiac 
stopped almost side by side 12 
feet apart. The engine of each 
vehicle was hammered back 
into the passenger compart­ 
ment. 
The first officer on the scene 
was 
Clarksville 
Patrolman 
Richard C. Miley. “This is the 
first accident in four years of 
police work where I've seen 
rear seat occupants as badly 
mangled as those in front,” he 
said. 
The Kentucky car’s series of 
swerves are common symptoms 
of a failing tire, said Capt. 
Samuel Burch, commander of 
the state police enforcement bu­ 
reau. 
The state police laboratory is 
checking blood samples from 
the dead drivers for possible al­ 
cohol content. Ball said there 
was beer in the trunk of the 
Popple well, car “but of course 
that doesn’t mean anything.” 
Ball said that as far as he 
can construct the accident the 
Rev. Mr. Willen contributed 
nothing to the tragedy except 
being in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. 
The survivor, 7-year-old Pam 
Jones, is expected to recover 
from head injuries and a bro­ 
ken leg. Ball said she doesn't 
know what happened.

REYKJAVIK, 
Iceland 
(AP) 
— All parties in Iceland’s 'in­ 
coming leftist government are 
reported agreed that the NATO 
base at Keflavik must be closed 
and that 
its 
3,000 American 
servicemen must go, probably 
within four years. 
The new coalition to govern 
this island republic in the North 
Atlantic appears convinced that 
Iceland should remain a mem­ 
ber 
of 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, but that 
foreign servicemen should not 
be stationed here during peace­ 
time. 
The base 30 miles southwest 
of Reykjavik, and the station­ 
ing of American naval person­ 
nel there are authorized by a 
U.S.-Icelandic defense pact un­ 
der NATO auspices. 
The base has been operating 
since 1951. Located nearly half­ 
way between New York and 
Moscow, it tracks Soviet plane 
and 
ship 
movements 
in 
the 
North Atlantic.

time to pull out of NATO, or at 
least to close the base.
